ARRANGEMENT OF CLAUSES. 



Clause. 

1. Appointment of Commissioners. 

2. Treasury may out of the 360,000/. per Annum granted by 

an Act of tlie present Session of Parliament, apply a Sum not 
exceeding 15,000/. per Quarter for Public Works in Ireland. 

3. A separate Account to be continued in the Books of the Com- 

missioners. 

4. When Treasury shall have sanctioned Loans, Commissioners 

of Public Works to certify Amount of Issue to Commissioners 
for Reduction of National Debt. Upon Certificate being pro- 
duced, Payment to be made. Approval of Treasury of such 
Issue to appear on Certificate. 

5. Order to be entered by the proper Officer, countersigned by 

the Actuary, and addressed to the Cashiers of the Bank of 
England, who shall pay the same. 

6. Commissioners for Reduction of National Debt to fur nis h an 

annual Account for Audit. 

7. Appropriation and Entry of Repayments. 

8. All Sums paid into the Bank of Ireland to be carried to and 

made Part of the Consolidated Fund. 

9. Commissioners for executing recited Acts and this Act to lay 

annual Accounts before Parliament. 

10. Powers of recited Acts as to Advances to have the same Eorcc 
as if re-enacted in this Act.

“ Purposes,” the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland for the Time being 
are empowered, by Warrant under the Hands of any Two or more 20 
of them, to cause to be issued out of the Consolidated Eund of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or out of the 
growing Produce thereof, to the Account of the Commissioners 
for the Time being for the Reduction of the National Debt, until 
Parliament shall otherwise determine, a Sum or Sums of Money 25 
not exceeding Three hundred and sixty thousand Pounds per 
Annum, by quarterly Instalments or Issues not exceeding Ninety 
thousand Pounds per Quarter, the first Instalment thereof to 
become due and payable in the Quarter ending the Thirtieth Day 
of June One thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven : 30 

And whereas sundry Advances or Loans have been made by 
the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland under the said 
first-recited Act and the several Acts since passed for amending 
and extending the same, for the Purposes in the same Acts 
specified, and great Benefits have been derived therefrom, and 35 
further Advances or Loans are required for the like Objects : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 40 

1. The Co mmi ssioners of Public Works for the Time being shall 
be Commissioners for the Execution of this Act. 



2. The 
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2. The said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, by Treasury 
Warrant under the Hands of any Two or more of them, may Se^So.ooo/. 
direct from Time to Time, out of the Sum not exceeding Three per Annum 
hundred and sixty thousand Pounds per Annum which by the said f 9 a y;'t. br 
5 Act of this present Session of Parliament they are authorized to cause apply a Sum 
to be issued out of the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom “ l 
of Great Britain and Ireland, or out of the growing Produce per Quarter 
thereof, to the Account of the Commissioners for the Reduction 
of the National Debt, by quarterly Instalments or Issues not Ireland.

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Company of the Bank of England, to be by them placed to the 
Account of the Governor and Company of the Bank of Ireland, for 
the Account and Credit of Her Majesty’s Paymaster General at the 
said Bank, to be by him paid over on the Warrants of the said Com- 
missioners of Public Works : Provided always, that Approval of 5 
such Issue by the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall

5. Every such Order of the Officer of the said Commissioners 
for the Reduction of the National Debt, before the issuing thereof 
shall be entered by the Clerk or other proper Officer, and shall 
be countersigned by the Actuary or other Check Officer acting 15 
under the said Commissioners for the Reduction of the National 
Debt, and shall be addressed to the Cashiers of the Governor and 
Company of the Bank of England ; and such Cashiers, or One of 
them, shall, upon the Production of every such Order, pay the Sum 
mentioned therein to the Governor and Company of the Bank of 20 
England; and the Signature of One of the Cashiers of the said 
Governor and Company of the Bank of England shall be a sufficient 
Discharge to the said Commissioners for the Reduction of the 
National Debt. 



6. The Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt 25 
shall cause to be made up, for Examination and Audit, an annual 
Account to the Thirty -first Day of December in each Year of the 
Receipts, Payments, and Balances on the said Account so directed 

to be kept by them in respect of the said Public Works Loan Eund 
for Ireland as aforesaid, and shall deliver the same to the Auditor 30 
General of Public Accounts. 

7. As soon as any Sum of Money shall have been lodged to 
the Credit of the Account of the Commissioners of Public Works 
at the Bank of Ireland on account of the Repayment of Loans for 
Public Works, the said Commissioners of Public Works shall cause 35 
the Sum or Sums so lodged to be entered in their Books to the 
Credit of the Loan on account of which such Repayment shall 
have been made, and shall cause a Receipt to be delivered to the 
Party or Person on whose account such Repayment shall have been 

so made, and such Receipt shall be a sufficient Discharge to the 40 
Party or Person paying the same.

8. Every Sum of Money which shall he paid into the Bank of All Sums 

Ireland to the Account of the said Commissioners of Public Works, t&e 

on account of the Repayment of Loans for Public Works under Ireland to 
this or any of the aforesaid Acts, shall from Time to Time, at such be carried t0 

5 Periods and in such Manner as the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Part^f the 
Treasury shall direct, he transferred by the said Commissioners of Consolidated 
Public Works to the Account kept with Her Majesty’s Exchequer, 
and when so transferred shall be carried to and made Part of the 
Consolidated Eund of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
10 Ireland.

15 Amounts advanced, and the Amounts remaining unissued, also Accounts 
an Account of the Amount of the Loans advanced by the said 
Commissioners under the said recited Acts and this Act, the Monies 
received on account thereof, and paid into the Exchequer, and the 
Balance of Principal and Interest outstanding, distinguishing each 
20 Class of Loans, and also showing the Amounts advanced and repaid 
in respect of each such Class during the Year ending the Thirty- 
first Day of March immediately preceding the Date of such Account; 
and the said Commissioners shall on or before the Eirst Day of 
June in each Year cause such Accounts and Statements to be 
25 transmitted to the Public Works Loan Commissioners at their 
Office in London ; and such Accounts and Statements shall by the 
said last-mentioned Commissioners be laid before both Houses of 
Parliament on or before the Thirtieth Lay of the same Month of 
June , if Parliament be sitting, or if Parliament be not sitting then 
30 within Fourteen Lays after the next Meeting of Parliament. 

10. All the Enactments contained in the said recited Act, Boroj'jrf 
relating to Public Works in Ireland, or any of them, shall, except ” “to Ad-' 
as is herein otherwise provided, extend to this Act, and to all Things -ranees to 
done or directed to he done by the, said Commissioners of Her j^me Force 

35 Majesty’s Treasury, or the said Commissioners of Public Works, asifre-en- 
or their Secretary for the Time being, or any other Persons or 
Bodies Corporate under the Authority of the said recited Acts 
or this Act, or any of them, in such or the Hke Manner as if they 
had been particularly and severally re-enacted in the Body of this 
40 Act, or as near thereto as the Difference of the Circumstances will 
admit, except so far only as the same are amended or altered by 
any of the said Acts or by this Act. 
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
